BECOMES OWNER OF OLO JACK- 


SON VILLE BANK BUILDING. 


Deal Was Consummated 
Friday— 
New Place Will be Occupied About 
January First— W . B. Miser .Makes 
Statement 
R elative 
to 
Business 
Transaction. 


A deal was consummated late Fri­ 
day afternoon whereby the Illinois 
Traction System become owners of 
the old Jacksonville National Bank 
property on the north 
side of the 
square. 
The transfer has been un­ 
der consideration for several jacinth* 
and during that time Walter B. Mis­ 
er, general manager of the Illinois 
Traction System’s local utilities and 
M. F. Dunlap, president of the Aytrs 
National bank, have held a number 
Ot conferences. 
The price paid for 
the property has not been given out 
and -neither Mr. Dunlap or Mr. Mis­ 
er would make the price known. 
It 
Is known, however, that the negoti­ 
ations have been concluded in a sat­ 
isfactory manner and now the only 
thing that is needed is the official 
approval of the state utilities com­ 
mission. 
Must be Approved. 
Since the passage of the law creat­ 
ing a state utility 
commission for 
Illinois, public service corporations 
must have the sanction of the com­ 
mission befojjj purchasing any prop­ 
erty or in anyway doing anything 
that will Increase the company’s lia­ 
bilities. 
In this case there probably 
will be an expenditure of several 
thousand dollars 
in the 
purchase 
price and for improvements. 
This 
expenditure must be ratified by the 
commission before the deal is finally 
consummated . In the opinion of Mr. 
Miser there will be no question as 
to the ratification as new quarters 
are badly needed. 
It is 
expected 
that the Utility commission will with­ 
in a few days after receiving notice 
of the transaction officially approve 
the same. 
Will Give Better Facilities. 
In talking witn a reporter for the 
Journal Friday evening Mr. Miser 
said: 
“ Yes, we have completed negotia­ 
tions for the purchase 
of the old 
Jacksonville National Bank building 
on the north side of the square. This 
purchase has been in mind for sev­ 
eral months but until recently the 
company has not been in a position 
where the deal could be carried tnru 
For several years the company has 
realized that the present quarters of 
the company were not adequate for 
the business 
transacted. 
Another 
disadvantage in the present location 
of the general office Is its distance 
from the business section of the city. 
“ As far as I can learn the present 
office has been in use for the last 
twenty-five years. 
At times during 
past twenty years the gas company 
had an uptown office where p *ople 
could pay bills during the first purl 
of the month. 
At one time I l e a n 
this office was located 
in

general offices. 
The new 
building 
will give us opportunity to better 
care for the many customers of the 
company. 
The company figures that 
the money we are now paying in rent 
for the present quarters will more 
than pay the interest on the new 
investment* 
A ljft 
Extensive Improvements. 
“The Illinois Traction system ex* 
pects to make extensive 
improve­ 
ments 
In the building. 
Tentative 
plans have been drawn and will bu 
submitted to II. E. Chubbuck, vice 
president executive of the traction 
system. 
These plans call for a mod­ 
ern office and sales room on the first 
floor. 
It is also expected to have a 
waiting room in the 
front of tho 
building. 
This room is contemplat­ 
ed in anticipation 
of 
interurban 
roads centering in Jacksonville. This 
eventually 
will come 
to pass and 
when it does there will be need of 
a central waiting station. 
“ The building is 
equipped with 
one of the best vault systems In the 
city. 
These vaults will be a valuable 
acquisition to the company. 
At the 
present time the 
company has no 
place In which to keep records that 
a re of inestimable value. 
If the 
present office should b u rr it is prob­ 
able that records of meters for both 
gas and electricity would be destroy­ 
ed that would make it almost impos­ 
sible to locate without a great deal 
of extra work.
